that it us a veiy practical machine. 
Dredg s have been built in almost 
every conceivable shape, and they 
ha\e been moved from place to place 
in almobt every way imaginable, but 
the n -w dredge being bui'lt by the 
Rood compuuj looks as if it had 
about all the good points of the oth- 
eis, without any of their drawbacks. 


The dredge moves from place to 


place on a movable track that is laid 
by the machine, and again taken up 
after it is tnuek-d over. This track 
K wide and will hold the machine up 
on almost any kind of bottom, if it 
is solid enough to be worked on a 
all. 
Then the machine keeps ahead 


of the woik instead of straddling 
the 'itch as was dons by most of th 
t/.d slj le machines. 
In this wa; 


tlieie is always a solid footing for the 
machine and it is not bothered by th 
banks caving in, as is the case witl 
a machine that straddles the work 
With one of the old fashioned n 
chines it is often necessary to put in 
a good part of the time in gelling 
the dredge out of precarious posi 
tions caused by the banks caving li 
from time to time. 
At times these 


cavp In.s are very bad, according to 
the nature of the soil that is being 
woiked in, arid it Is difficult to go 
the machine back onto solid ground 
There is no trouble of this kind with 
the n:w machine, as it can work 
without interruption in any place 
where the ground is solid enough to 
hold it up at all. 


Some of the old machines had lo 


be hauled along in a very s'tow anc 


• painful manner, bul it Is nol so with 
' this machine, 
When the soil in tin 


immediate vicinity of the dredge has 
been removed, a gear Is thrown in 
by the operator, a lever d3pressed 
and the machine walks back the re- 
quired distance, and upon throwing 
the cear back as it was before, work 
is again lesumed, and the whole op- 
eration of moving the dredge does 
not icqulrc more than ten seconds. 


In fact, thj machine can be moved 


so readily by its own power that il 
can be taken quite a distance in th's 
manner, und when it is let right out 
and in racing trim, a speed of about 
a mile an hour can be made. 
This 


enables them to maka quite a long 
trip to get to and from a railroad and 
is often considerable cheaper than 
taking a -'redge down in order to 
move it. The entire mecanlsm of th3 
machine is operated by the use of 
a gasoline engine and It seems to 
have no troub'ie in handling tha work 
all light. 


The dredge is putting in a ditch 


that is 1G feet wide and five feet 
deep and later on it will be about G 
feet d:ep. 
There is quite a marsh 


in this part of the city just north of 
Grand Avenue, and there is always 
water standing theie, and the result 
is that the land has been only good 
for the raising of marsh hay in the 
past, and much of th; land was so 
low and wet that it was Impossible to 
get onto it with a team much of the 
time, and then only with considerable 
difficulty, while after the ditch is 
put thru there is no question but 
what there will bj pretty good piece 
of land there that will raise good 
crops, as 'there J; a considerable 
depth of black muck on top of the 
sand that appears quite rich. 
The 


water from this section, which has 
lerjtofore flowed thru the city and 
been taken care of by the sewers on 
the west side, will hereafter be ta- 
ken to Moccasin cre?k and thus find 
its way to the river.

George Snydfr. who operates a 


skunk faim out on the H. A. Samp- 
son place west of the city, reports 
that everything Is moving along there 
as nicely as could b.3 expected under 
the circumstances. Some people im- 
agine that a skunk farm is operatec 
at long range with tu,e aid of a fish 
pole or some implement of that sort, 
but such is not the case at all. 


During a recent visit to the skunk 


farm George went out and entered 
the enclosure and /poked around, 
turning over boxes, etc.. in an en- 
deavor to show his herd, which con- 
sists of about thirty animals at the 
present time. 
However, the skunk 


is a nocturnal an'mal, and not given 
to doing much prowing around in 
the daytime, and th,3 result was that 
there were not many animals in sight. 
The skunks know Mr. Snyder and are 
apparently not in the least afraid of 
him, 
and they do not mind his poking 


around in their pen In the least, and 


rD as docile and domesticated as so 


many pigs or other larm animals. 


Skunk skins at the present time 


are not very valuable, having gone 
down with the price of other furs, 
but there is no o;uestion but what 
they will again be a valuably product 
In the course of time. 
There was a 


time not so very many years ago. 
when skunks were looked upon as a 
pest, owing to their propensity for 
stealing eggs and killing young chick- 
ens, but times have changed, and 
now many a woman who cou'ld not be 
bribed to associate with one of the 
little animals under ordinary circum- 
stances, is not averse to wearing a 
fur collar or mutt made from the fur 
of this sam,2 obnoxious cuss.

do not sell the furs under their true 
name, and it takes a keen nose to 
recognize them after they have be^n 
properly trealed but the wise ones 
can sick them out and they furnish 
a fur that has many good qualities.

POOR MARSHFIELO 


MEN MEET DEATH 


One of Uic wor«t accidents that 


has happened in this vicinity hapen- 
eO n:ar Unity on Snudny afternoon 
when four Marshfield men were ac- 
cidently killed wlnlo they were rid- 
ing in an automobile, their cur being 
struck by a train on the Soo lin 
thre^ of the men being instantly kill- 
ed and the other d>ing shortly after 
being picked up. 


The men who met death uero: 
Philip Adler, 65 years of uge, cap- 


italist and ownei ol th • opera house 
and several business blocks in Marsh- 
field. 


Petci Daul, 17 years old, propriet- 


or of the Eagle Hotel. 


Robert Schroeder, alderman from 


the 2nd ward and 13 year old. 


Charles Oithens, -12 years old, real 


estate dealer and former resident of 
Waupiica. 


Mr. Daul had just lately received 


a Jeffrey car and was trying the ma- 
chine out in company with his com- 
panions when the accident occurcd. 
They were on their way to Dorchester 
und were crossing the Soo tracks a 
short distance from Unity when the 
northbound pass-nger struck them. 
Altho It was reported that the train 
was obscured by a deep cut and 
brush alongside the track, this was 
afterward disputed by an autolst who 
followed along a short distance be- 
hind the wrecked cur. lie stated 
that th* track for some distance li: 
either direction was plainly visible 
at the point where the accident oc- 
cured, and had the men in Ihe cai 
used ordinary care there would have 
b.'en no accident. 


Three of the men, Aiilcr, Schroeder 


and Githens, were killed Instantly, 
but Mr. Dau'l was not dead but was 
picked up by the train crew and tak- 
en to Unity, where h> died a few 
minutes utter being placed In the 
depot. 


All of the men who were killed 


were well known business nun of 
Marshfleld, Adler, Daul and Schroed- 
er being old residents there.

agine that a skunk farm is operated 
at long range with th,3 aid of a fish 
pole or some implement of that sort 
but such is not the case at all. 


During a recent visit to the skunk 


farm George went out and entered 
the enclosure and .,»>oked around, 
turning over boxes, etc.. in an en- 
deavor to show his herd, which con- 
sists of about thirty animals at the 
present time. 
However, the skunk 


is a nocturnal an'mal, and not given 
to doing much prowing around in 
the daytime, and th,2 result was that 
ihere were not many animals in sight. 
The skunks know Mr. Snyder and are 
ipparently not in the least afraid of 
:iim, and they do not mind his poking 
irotind in their pen in the least, and 
ar? as docile and domesticated as so 
many pigs or other farm animals. 


Skunk skins at the present time 


are not very valuable, having gone 
down with the price of other furs, 
but there is no question but what 
they will again be a valuable product 
in the course of time. There was a 
time not so very many years ago 
when skunks were looked upon as a 
pest, owing to their propensity for 
stealing eggs and killing young chick- 
ens, but times have changed, and 
now many a woman who cou'id not be 
bribed to associate with one of the 
little animals tinder ordinary circum- 
stances, is not averse to wearing a 
fur collar or muff, made from the fur 
of this sam,3 obnoxious cuss.

do not sell the furs under their true 
name, and it takes a. keen nose 
recognize them after they have be^n 
properly treated but the wise ones 
can pick them out and they furnish 
a fur that has many good qualities.

Lord Lansdowne declared before 


the house of lords that It was highly 
Improbable the Serbians could with- 
stand for any length of timo I he at- 
tacks of the Austro-Germans and Bul- 
garians. 


It was officially announced that ab- 


solutely no word had been received 
from NlBh. the capital of Serbia, for 
three days, forcing the conclusion that 
the city has been isolated by the Bui- 
gars and Is doomed to speedy capture. 


A news dispatch from Berlin an- 


nounced that all Serbian ports on the 
Danube had been captured, and Plrot, 
east of Nl&h.had been surrounded and 
was doomed to immediate capture. 


Berl'n officially announced the Aus- 


trian capture of the heights east of 
Vtccgrad. near 
tho 
Austro-Serblan 


frontier. 


The Bulgarians advanced to within 


a few miles of a Junction with their 
Teutonic allies, putting terrific new 
prossure on tho Serbians in the north. 


Tho Bulgarians advanced westward 


from Uskup, throwing their lines near- 
ly across southern Serbia, and cutting 
all lines of communication to tho 
northern armies except by wagon 
roads. One report announces tho Bui- 
gar capture of Prisrend, within five 
miles of tho border, west of TJskup. 


Sir Edward Grey announced to the 


house of commons tho lapso of Brit- 
ain's offer of Cyprus to Greece In return 
for participation against Bulgaria. 


The 
Austro-German-Bulgar 
cam- 


paign In the Balkans has achieved its 
first object, according to a dispatch 
to tho Times from Bucharest, which 
states that Austrian forces 
have 


crossed tho Danube river near Orsova 
and formed a Junction with the Bul- 
garian army operating toward 
the 


northwest, thus obtaining free passage 
through Bulgaria to tho relief of Tur- 
key. 


The Serbian war office admits the 


fall of Uskup, but tho Bulgar army 
•which has penetrated the Interior of 
Serbia Is In danger of being cut off 
by the 
French 
forces which are 


fighting their way northward along 
tho Bulgar-Serb frontier. 


The allies are reported to have 


asked tho Serbian army to resist the 
Teutonic and Bulgarian invaders for 
only five more days, by which time 
England and Franco hope to have big 
and powerful armies In Serbia. 


French troops have halted their pur- 


suit of the retreating Bulgars east of 
tho Vardar river to fortify themselves 
In the region east of tho railway be- 
tween Gievgell and Krlvolak, naya a 
Salonlki dispatch. 


British troops who will re-enforce 


tho French and Serb forces began 
leaving Saloniki at midnight. 
It is 


expected that upon their arrival in 
Serbia the allied forces will open a 
campaign to drive the Bulgarian forces 
from the railway between Krlvolak 
and Vrnnya and also from IJskup, 
Kumanova and Rlstovatz.

his own responsibility, and that he 
talked with Captain von Papen, Ger- 
man military attache, and CapL K. 
Boy-Ed, naval attache of the German 
embassy, about the plan, but they re- 
fused to have anything to do with it 


Quantities ot acid in the room oc- 


cupied by Fay and Walter L. Scholz 
In Weehawken, N. J., and boxes con- 
taining 120 pounds each of chlorate 
of potash, used In malting so-called 
sugar bombs, In a bonthouso on tha 
Hudson, had been found after the ar- 
rest of these men Sunday. Scholz, a 
brother-in-law of Fay, is a mechanic. 


Two other men were arrested and 


another, making the fifth, was named 
In tho complaint, but he has not been 
apprehended. The new arresta were:

HE second city in point of size and 
Importance in ancient Yucatan was 
Uxmal, the capital of the Xlu or 
Tutul Xlu tamlly, who ruled there 
almost down to the time of the 
Spanish conquest 
This city is lo- 


cated in the midst of a low range 
of hilte, which crosses the state o£ 
Yucatan fiorn east to west, and is 
about 100 miles from Cuiclien

The derivation of tho name Uxmal or 


Oxmal, as some o£ the early historians wioto It, 
Is rather obscure. "Ox" Is the Maya word for 
three, and "Mai" In the same language means to 
pass,'to pass thrice," therefore, would seem to 
be the meaning of the word, though why tho 
Tutul Xm should have applied this name to their 
capital is unknown. 


Concerning the foundation of Uxmal, the fol- 


lowing tradition is related by Diego de Landa, 
the second bishop of Yucatan, who wrote in the 
first generation after the 
conquest, and who 


claims to have gathered his information from na- 
tives well versed in the former history of their 
country: 
After the discovery and occupation of 


Chichen Itza, which seems to have bean the first 
place of any importance to be settled in Yucatan, 
cities sprang up everywhere, and there followed 
an era of great prosperity. How long those dif- 
ferent cities lived at peace with ono another wo 
are not told, but in time dissensions arose, and 
quarrels became so frequent that the different 
loids of the country found it necessary to take 
some concerted action in order to suppress vio- 
lence and to restore order and peace. It was 
then decided to build a joint capital, where all 
those in authority should reside, and from which 
each ono agreed to administer the affairs of 'tis 
own particular domain. 
Without loss of time 


these plans were carried out. A joint capital 
was built in a new and unoccupied legion, and 
was called "Mayapan," meaning "the standard of 
the Mayas." 
Thither all the lords assembled 


and as the final step in the formation of th" now 
confederacy, an overlord, one Cocom, was elected 
and duly installed in the new capital as tbe 
supreme ruler. These cucuts laid the foundation 
for an era of prosperity, which endured for many 
years. 
Later, after an Interval not specified by 


Landa in his history, there entered the country 
from the south an alien people under the leader- 
ship of their chief, Tutul Xiu. The newcomers, 
previous to their arrival, had wandered for 40 
years in the wilderness without water other than 
that which had fallen from the skies. 
This co- 


incidence of a "40-years' wandering In the wilder- 
ness" is sufficiently striking to arouse the suspi- 
cion that the worthy bishop, in this part of his 
narrative, has been at some pains to force a 
pious coincidence with a similar episode in the 
Old Testament. 
Immediately after their arrival 


the wanderers began building in the mountains 
not 30 miles distant from the capital a new home 
for themselves, which they called Uxmal. 
Far 


from being angered, however, by this appropria- 
tion of his territory so near at hand, Cocom, the 
ruler of the Mayapan, welcomed Tutul Xiu and 
his people, and entered Into an alliance with 
them. Landa thus describes the event: 


"The people of Mayapan formed a great friend- 


ship with the Tutul Xlu, rejoicing to see that 
they cultivated the land like themselves. 
In 


this manner the Tutul Xlu became subject to 
the laws of Mayapan, and allied themselves with 
the older inhabitants of the country, and their 
lord was highly esteemed by all." 


Judging from its size and magnificence the Xlu 


capital must have played a very important r.ole 
in the history of Yucatan before the Spanish con- 
quest. Indeed, Landa says as much. 


After a time, we are told, the supreme power 


held by the Cocom family seema to have turned 
their heads. They became successively more and 
more oppressive, each striving to outdo his prede- 
cessors in acts of tyranny and violence. How- 
ever, there came a day at last when the other 
chiefs of the confederacy could no longer endure 
this despotic rule, and a conspiracy was hatched 
to overthrow the oppressor. 
With one accord, 


the conspirators turned to the then lord of Ux- 
mal, a decendent of the original Tutul Xlu, who 
had founded- the city, as the natural leader in this 
movement for liberty, in spite of the fact that 
hs was of foreign descent. He is described as 
having been a true friend of the public weal, as 
his ancestors before him, all of whom had held 
resolutely aloof from the tyrannies of -the Cocom 
family. 
On an appointed day tha conspirators, 


led by the lord of Uxmal, met at Mayapan, and 
entering the palace of Cocom slew him and all 
his progeny, save one son only, who happened 
to be absent from the^city at the time on a mis- 
sion to a distant province. 
After this sanguin- 


ary reprisal, which avenged at one blow the op- 
pressions of many years, the property of the dead 
ruler was seized and divided among his murder- 
ers, and the capital was destroyed. 
Whereupon 


each chief departed into his own country once 
mo-re and the confederacy was dissolved. After 
the destruction of Mayapan, the Tutul Xiu aban- 
doned Uxmal and founded a new capital some 30 
miles distant which they called "Manl," meaning 
in Maya "it is, passed," emphasizing by this name 
that the old order was over. These events oc- 
curred about tbe middle of the fifteenth century,

or some 70 years before tho Spanish first landed 
In Yucatan; but even after the conquest, tho Xlus 
in their new home continued to exorcise consid- 
erable authority over the natives, and their 
friendly attitude toward the Spanish greatly fa- 
cilitated the final pacification of the country. 


The ruins of Uxmal are best reached today by 


stage from the little town. oE Muna, the nearest 
railroad station. A ten-mile drive from the latter 
place brings one to the hacienda of Uxmal, from 
which the ruins are about a mile and a halt 
distant. The first view of tho ancient city Is to 
be had from 
the top of a hill just behind the 


plantation house. Across the plain a dozen or 
more imposing structures of white limestone may 
be setfn rising above tha dense vegetation which 
here enshrouds the countryside. Beyond, in the 
distance, a ragged chain ot low mountains cuts 
across the horizon, aach succeeding ridge a 
deeper blue 
But one does not dwell long ou the 


beauties of nature at Uxmal; the habitations of 
a bygone race claim the attention. 
Descending 


the hill again, one takes tho road which leads 
through the bush. The distant temples and pal- 
aces sink below the tree tops and for aught that 
one soes of them they might as well bo on the 
other side of the world. After a half hour's walk, 
during which the ruins never once reappear, the 
road suddenly makes a sharp turn to the right, 
and just in front of one, apparently blocking the 
way, there rises a lofty pyramid, the highest 
structure in tha city. 


The splendid temple surmounting this, gro- 


tesquely called the House of the Dwarf or Ma- 
gician, probably was the chief sanctuary of Ux- 
mal. The pyramid on which It stands is over 80 
feet high and covers nearly an acre of ground. 
The summit is reached by a steep stairway on Its 
east and apparently back side. 
The temple 


however, faces in the opposite direction, or to- 
ward the Monja's quadrangle, an adjacent group 
of structures, with which, as wo presently shall 
see, it was closely connected. Clear down Into 
Spanish times, long after Uimal had been aban- 
doned by her native rulers, this temple was held 
in particular veneration by (he Indians. About 
a century after the conquent, Father Cogolludo, 
provincial o£ Yucatan, visited Uxmal and climbed 
to the summit of this pyramid. He found there, 
he says, in one of the apartments offerings of 
cacao and the remains of copal, burned but a 
short time before. 
This he thought Indicated 


that some superstition or Idolatry had been com- 
mitted hero recently by the Indians of the local- 
ity. And again, slightly later In 1G73, a petition 
addressed to the king of Spain says: 


"That the Indians In those places (Uxmal) are 


worshiping the devil in the ancient buildings 
which are there, having in them their idols, to 
which they burn copal and perform other de- 
testable sacrifices," 


Long after the conquest, no doubt, the natives 


continued to practice in secret their ancient rites 
and ceremonies, particularly 
at those places 


which formerly had been sacred or holy to them. 
It was to some such survivals of the ancient 
ceremonial and ritual that the above citations 
probably refer. 


The Monjas quadrangle, mentioned above as 


being adjacent to the House of the Dwarf, is, in 
fact, separated from it only by a small court. The 
four low, massive buildings, of which it is com- 
posed, are built around the sides of a square, 
and, with the exception of the house on the south

strongly Indicates that tho priests, who officiated 
In tbe service of tho god to whom tho House of 
the Dwarf was consecrated, lived in tho rooms of 
the Monjas quadrangle. 
The two groups, tho 


lofty pyramid temple and tho low muHlcolled 
monastery together form a weil-lmlniiccd combi- 
nation. 


Passing out through the arcade of tho South 


house and leaving the Monjas quadrangle behind, 
ono descends by three terraces, partly artificial 
and partly natural, to the lovel of the plain, 
A 


few paces to the south may be seen two largo 
parallel walls, 70 feet apart, each ]28 feet wide, 
30 feet thick, and about 20 feel high. These two 
constructions are tho sides of tho Uxmal ball 
court—the ends being open. In tho center of each 
at ends directly opposite there had been tautened 
originally a great stone ring four feet in diameter. 
Both of theoo, however, are now broken, and Ho 
in fragments at tho bases ot their respective 
walls. 


Beyond the ball court there IS a high terrace 


or platform, covering over three acres of ground, 
and rising 23 feet above the plain. This supports 
a second and smaller terrace, 19 feet high, from 
which rises the so-called governor's palace—tho 
most magnificent example of ancient American 
architecture extant today. 


Behind tho governor's palace, and on tho tower 


of its two terraces, Is tho so-called House of tho 
Turtles. 


Another very important building at Uxmal Is 


the House ot the Pigeons, so named because ot 
tho fancied resemblance of its roof crest to a 
dovecot. 


The structures described above are by no 


means all that remains of this ancient city. Truth 
is that the Jungle on every side for some little 
distance hides the wrecks of once Imposing build- 
ings, their presence now only to bo detected by 
clumps of vegetation rising slightly higher than 
the general lovel of tbe plain. These buildings 
and their substructures have been literally torn 
asunder by trees which have driven their roots 
into them and pried apart the masonry. Creep- 
ers, vines, and bushes have so overgrown their 
sides that they look like wooded hillocks. Only 
on close examination does their real character ap- 
pear, and it remains for the Imagination to re- 
construct their former glory. But all this ancient 
life, this great city once teeming with Its tolling 
thousands, Is gone. Palaces and temples glisten 
in tho sunlight, with never the tread of sandaled 
foot echoing through their empty courts nor chant 
of white-rohed priests sacrificing to offended gods. 
Perchance a bird may flutter through some ruined 
doorway, chirping for its mate, or buzzard cir- 
cling high soar above prospective prey. 
Save 


these all else Is silent, dead, the ancient pomp 
and glory forever departed, and gods and men 
alike forgotten 'in the onward sweep of time.

I1K second city in point of size and 


Importance in ancient Yucatan was 
Uxmal, the capital of the Xiu or 
Tutul Xiu family, who ruled there 
almost down to the time of the 
Spanish conquest. 
This city is lo- 


cated in the midst of a low range 
of hilhs, which crosses the state of 
Yucatan from east to west, and is 
about 100 miles from Chichen Itza.

The derivation of the name Uxmal or 


Oxmal, as some of the early historians wrote it, 
is rather obscure. "Ox" is tho Maya word for 
three, and "Mai" in the same language means to 
pass;"to pass thrice," therefore, would seem to 
be the meaning of the word, though why tlio 
Tutul Xiu should have applied this name to their 
capital Is unknown. 


Concerning the foundation of Dxmal, the fol- 


lowing tradition Is related by Diego de Landa, 
the second bishop ot Yucatan, who wrote in the 
first generation after the 
conquest, and 
who 


claims to have gathered his information from na- 
tives well versed in the former history of their 
country: 
After the discovery and occupation of 


Chichen Itza, which seems to have been the flrst 
place of any Importance to be settled in Yucatan, 
cities sprang up everywhere, and there followed 
an era of great prosperity. 
How long these dif- 


ferent cities lived at peace with one another we 
are not told, hut in time dissensions arose, and 
quarrels became so frequent that the different 
lords of the country found It necessary to take 
some concerted action In order to suppress vio- 
lence and to restore order and peace. 
It was 


then decided to build a joint capital, where all 
those in authority should reside, and from which 
each ono agreed to administer the affairs of His 
own particular domain. 
Without loss of time 


these plans were carried out. .A joint capital 
was built In a new and unoccupied region, and 
was called "Mayapan," meaning "the standard of 
the Mayas." 
Thither all the lords assembled 


and as the final step in the formation of the new 
confederacy, an overlord, one Cocom, was elected 
and duly installed in the new capital as the 
supreme ruler. These cucuts laid the foundation 
for an era of prosperity, which endured for many 
years. 
Later, after an Interval not specified by 


Landa in his history, thero entered the country 
from the south an alien people under the leader- 
ship of their chief, Tutul Xiu. The newcomers, 
previous to their arrival, bad wandered for 40 
years in the wilderness without water other than 
that which had fallen from the skies. 
This co- 


incidence of a "40-years' wandering in the wilder- 
ness" is sufficiently striking to arouse the suspi- 
cion that the worthy bishop, in this part ot his 
narrative, has been at some pains to force a 
pious coincidence with a similar episode in the 
Old Testament. 
Immediately after their arrival 


the wanderers began building in the mountains 
cot 30 miles distant from the capital a new home 
for themselves, which they called Uxmal. 
Far 


from being angered, however, by this appropria- 
tion of his territory so near at hand, Cocom, the 
ruler ot the Mayapan, welcomed Tutul Xiu and 
his people, and entered into an alliance with 
them. Landa thus describes the event: 


"The people of Mayapan formed a great friend- 


ship with the Tutul Xiu, rejoicing to see that 
they cultivated the land like themselves. 
In 


this manner the Tutul Xiu became subject to 
the laws of Mayapan, and allied themselves with 
the older Inhabitants of the country, and their 
lord was highly esteemed by all." 


Judging from its size and magnificence the Xiu 


capital must have played a very Important r.ole 
in the history of Yucatan before the Spanish con- 
quest. Indeed, Landa says as much. 


After a time, we are told, the supreme power 


held by the Cocom family seema to have turned 
their heads. They became successively more and 
more oppressive, each striving to outdo his prede- 
cessors in acts of tyranny and violence. How- 
ever, there came a day at last when the other 
chiefs of the confederacy could no longer endure 
this despotic rule, and a conspiracy was hatched 
to overthrow the oppressor. 
With one accord, 


the conspirators turned to the then lord of Ux- 
mal, a decendent of the original Tutul Xiu, who 
had founded- the city, as the natural leader in this 
movement for liberty, In spite of the fact that 
he was of foreign descent. 
He Is described as 


having been a true friend of the public weal, as 
his ancestors before him, all of whom had held 
resolutely aloof from the tyrannies of .the Cocom 
family. 
On an appointed day the conspirators, 


led by the lord of Uxmal, met at Mayapan, and 
entering the palace of Cocom slew him and all 
his progeny, save one son only, who happened 
to be absent from the city at the time on a mis- 
sion to a distant province. 
After this sanguin- 


ary reprisal, which avenged at one blow the op- 
pressions of many years, the property of the dead 
ruler was seized and divided among his murder- 
ers and the capital was destroyed. 
Whereupon 


each chief departed Into his own country once 
mere and the confederacy was dissolved. 
After 


the destruction of Mayapan, the Tutul Xiu aban- 
doned Uxmal and founded a new capita] some 30 
miles distant which they called "Mani," meaning 
in Maya "it is passed," emphasizing by this name 
that the old order was over. These events oc- 
curred about the middle of the fifteenth century, 
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or some 70 years before tho Spanish iirst landed 
In Yucatan; but even after the conquest, the Xius 
in their new home continued to exercise consid- 
erable authority over tho 
natives, and 
their 


friendly attitude toward tho Spanish greatly fa- 
cilitated the final pacification of tho country. 


The ruins of Uxmal are best reached today by 


stage from the little town of Muna, tho nearest 
railroad station. A ten-mile drive from the latter 
place brings one to the hacienda of Uxmal, from 
which the ruins aro about a mile and a half 
distant. 
The first view of the ancient city Is to 


be had from 
the top of a hill Just behind the 


plantation house. 
Across tho plain a dozen or 


morn Imposing structures of white limestone may 
be seen rising above the denso vegetation which 
here enshrouds tho countryside. 
Deyond. In the 


distance, a ragged chain of low mountains cuts 
across the horizon, each succeeding ridge a 
deeper blue. But one does not dwell long on the 
beauties of nature at Uxmal; the habitations of 
a bygone race claim the attention. 
Descending 


the hill again, one takes the road which leads 
through the bush. 
The distant temples and pal- 


aces sink below the tree tops and for aught that 
one sees of them they might as well bo on tho 
other side of the world. 
After a half hour's walk, 


during which the ruins never once reappear, tho 
road suddenly makes a sharp turn to the right, 
and just in front ot one, apparently blocking the 
way, there rises a lofty pyramid, tho highest 
structure In the city. 


The splendid temple surmounting this, gro- 


tesquely called the House of tho Dwarf or Ma- 
gician, probably was the chief sanctuary ot Ux- 
mal. 
The pyramid on which It stands is over SO 


feet high and covers nearly an aero of ground. 
The summit is reached by a steep stairway on Its 
east and apparently 
back side. 
The temple 


however, faces in the opposite direction, or to- 
ward the Monja's quadrangle, an adjacent group 
of structures, with which, as we presently shall 
see, It was closely connected. 
Clear down into 


Spanish times, long after Uxmal had been aban- 
doned by her native rulers, this temple was held 
In particular veneration by t.ha Indians. 
About 


a century after the conquent, Father Cogolludo, 
provincial of Yucatan, visited Uxmal and climbed 
to the summit of this pyramid. He found there, 
he says, in one of the apartments offerings of 
cacao and the remains of copal, burned but a 
short time before. 
This he thought indicated 


that some superstition or idolatry had been com- 
mitted hero recently by tho Indians of the local- 
ity. 
And again, slightly later in 1673, a petition 


addressed to tho king of Spain says: 


"That the Indians In those places (Uxmal) are 


worshiping the devil In the ancient buildings 
which are there, having in them their idols, to 
which they burn copal and perform other de- 
testable sacrifices." 


Long after the conquest, no doubt, the natives 


continued to practice in secret their ancient rites 
and 
ceremonies, 
particularly at 
those 
places 


which formerly had been sacred or holy to them. 
It was to some such survivals of the ancient 
ceremonial and ritual that the above citations 
probably refer. 


The Monjas quadrangle, mentioned above as 


being adjacent to the House of the Dwarf, Is, In 
fact separated from it only by a small court. The 
four low. massive buildings, of which it Is com- 
posed are built around the sides of a square, 
and with the exception of the house on the south 


one

Beyond tho ball court thero Is a high tnrraco 


or platform, covering over three acres of ground, 
and rising 23 feet above tho plain. This nnpports 
a second and smaller terrace, 19 feet lilKh. from 
which rises the so-called governor's palano—tho 
most magnlllccnt example of anrlont American 
architecture extant today. 


liehind tho governor's palnco, and on the tower 


of its two terraces, Is the so-called House of tho 
Turtles. 


Another very Important building at Uxmal Is 


the House of the Pigeons, so named because of 
tho fancied resemblance- of It* roof crest to a 
dovecot. 


Tho 
structures 
described 
above nro by no 


means all that remains of this ancient city. Truth 
is that tho jungle on every side for some llttlo 
distance hides the wrecks of onco Imposing build- 
ings, their presence now only to be detected by 
clumps of vegetation rising slightly higher than 
the general level of tho plain. 
These buildings 


and their substructures have been literally torn 
asunder by trees which havo driven their roots 
Into them and pried apart the masonry. 
Creep- 


ers, vines, and bushes have no overgrown their 
sides that they look like wooded hillocks. Only 
on close examination does tholr real character ap- 
pear, and It remains for the Imagination to re- 
construct their former glory. Hut all thin ancient 
life, this great city once teeming with Ha tolling 
thousands. Is gone. 
Palaces and temples glisten 


In tho sunlight, with never tho tread of sandaled 
foot echoing through their empty courts nor chnnt 
of white-robed priests sacrificing to offended godfl. 
Perchance a bird may flutter through some ruined 
doorway, chirping for its mate, or buzzard cir- 
cling high soar above prospeotlvo proy. 
Save 


these all else is silent, dead, the ancient pomp 
and glory forever departed, and gods and men 
alike forgotten 'In the onward sweep of time.

Digs Up Ancient Homes. 


Prof. Nels 0. Nelson of the Ameri- 


can Museum of Natural History, ex- 
cavating the rums of the Taos. near 
Santa Fe, Ne\v Mexico, this summer 
has cleared out 470 rooms and one 
kiva in six pueblos ranging in age 
from the time of the cliff dwellers to 
late Spanish dates. 


In San Marcos. Pueblo, lie has out- 


lined 43 separate stone buildings with 
a total of 3,000 ground floor rooms. 
Sixteen skeletons have been taken out 
•whole and 45 more reinterred, while 
Professor Xelson has recovered and 
classified thousands of Implements, 
pieces of pottery, bones of various ani- 
mals and perfectly preserved corn, 
beans, squash and pumpkins. 


He also has outlined immense irri- 


gation or water storage works built 
by the prehistoric dwellers in these 
villages. 


Difference In Bacilli. 


It was stated in a paper read be- 


fore the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
that human tubercle bacilli possibly 
vary in virulence in different patients. 
Ten bacilli have been found sufficient 
to infect a guinea pig in some in- 
stances, and in others 100 have been 
found necessary. 
Immunity in ani- 


mals may be obtained by the injection 
of increasing numbers of tubercle ba- 
cilli, beginning with one or two and 
cautiously increasing the number from 
a culture, the minimum fatal dose of 
which is about 100, or by the Injec- 
tion of, say, 100 or 200 bacilli of a 
virulent culture to cause a local lesion 
which can be cut out, preliminary pre- 
cautions having been taken to prevent 
the spread of infection.
